Women Wellesley Graduates. 

Roth women were about 32 vears of 
age. and they had heen intimate friends 
their graduation from Wellesley 
college. Miss Hardee receiving her di- 
ploma in 1894, while Miss Weed re- 
eeived hers a vear later. Miss Hardee 
was an instructor in mathematics at 
Wellesley in 1899 and !900, and since 
that time had been teaching in vari- 
ous sections of the country. Last sum- 
mer the two women decided to open a 
boarding school for girls 9n Audobon 
road. {n the #enway district. On Oc- 
tober |. the day upon Which the Lau- 
rens school. as they called it, Was 
opened, Miss Weed broke down as a re- 
sult of overwork and Was taken to a 
sanitarium in West Newton, where she 
| had since been under treatment. While 
at the sanitarium Miss Weed had been 
subject to severe attacks of melancholia. 
Escaping last night, she made way 
to Laurens schoo:, where Miss Hardee 
volunteered to care for her during the 
night.

So Commander Key, Former 
Naval Aide to Roosevelt, 
Tells Senate Committee, 


NAVY CHIEF WARNED 
HOISTS WERE DANGEROUS: 


But Warnings Were Not Heeded 
Until Fifteen Lives Had Been 
Sacrificed—Key Also Says 
American Fighting Ships 

Were, Overdraft.

C., March |!,.—Before 
Commander A. L, Key, former naval aid 
to the president, resumed his testimony 
before the senate naval! affairs commit- 
tee today, Chairman Hale made a 
statement in reference to the con- 
troversy on yesterday in which the 
witness showed a disposition to attack 
the testimony given by Chief Construc- 
tor Capps and other official champions 
of American methods of construction. 
“You may go on under the rules of 
the committee,” warned Mr. Hale. “You' 
may make statements from your own 
knowledge and observations. itis nota 
part of the conditions laid down by this 
committee for one witness to take up 
the testimony of another witness and 
criticize testimony he believes to be 
misieading.”’

Ruales Disregarded, 

Key agreed to comply 
with this ruling. He then proceeded to 
compare American ships constructed 
since 1899 with British ships built in 
the same period. His diagrams tended 
to show that American vessels are 
overdraft to a greater degree than the 
English ships. He agreed with Aumiral 
Remey and Captain Winslow that ships 
sHould. carry full bunkers of coal when 
they go into action, and he gaid that 
not to do so would be “preposterous.” 
His observations, in regard *e the draft 
of vessels, were that “the decision of 
the Walker board of May 18, 1896, that 
“a battleship’s normal.draft should be 
her fighting. draft, not -her maximum 
draft, with full storeg on board,” had 
been disregarded by the naval con- 
structors. 

“How are we to redeem these alleged 
violations of the law: asked Mr. Till- 
man, who also wanted to know what 
guarantee congress has that good fight- 
ing ships would be built with the mon- 
ey appropriated. This led to a gen- 
eral discussion, and Commander Key 
suggested that the general boards, 
which are not responsible under the 
law, bave too much authority. 

“You were naval aide to the presi- 
dent: what were you duties?’ -.asked 
Mr. Tillman.

Senator Tillman called attention to 
the campaign conducted by midshipmen 
for haa personnel bill and Commander 
Key denied that he was responsible 
for that campaign.

Ships Criticized. 


Te criticized a number of the Amer- 
ican ships on the ground that the free 
hoard was insufficient In heavy seas, 
the effect being that the gun checks 
were so low that the big guns could not 
be fired in such seas. He found flaws 
also in the turrets and ammunition 
hoists. 

Commander Key said that the Amer- 
ican navy is the only one in the world 
that has “hung onto’’ a type of hoist 
which does not isolate the handling 
room from the guns. 

Mr. Tillman was anxious to know 
| who was responsible for this fact, and 
| asked how long thé American navy 
had persisted in keeping this type. 

“Six years, since the dangers of this 
hoist became positively known,’ said 
the witness. “In that time it has cost 
fifteen lives.” 

“Six years,’ repeated Mr. Tillman. 
“That is one year less than Mr. Roose- 
velt_ has been president and he came 
from the navy department and is sup- 
posed to know about these faults.”

Washington, March 1!1.—Reports 
from the committee on military af- 
fairs were presented to the senate to- 
day in regard to the tnvestigation of 
the affray at Brownsvlile, Texas, which 
resulted in the discharge without honor 
of three companies of negro soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry. At the same 
time a message was received from the 
president calling attention to the fact 
that the tesimony taken by the com- 
mittee sustains his position in dis- 
charging the negro soldiers, He rec- 
ommended extension of the time for 
reenlistment of the discharged men 
who might be foung not to fall, within 
the terms of. the order. 

There were four reports’ from the 
committee, the majority being signed 
by senators Warren, Lodge, Warner, 
DuPont, Taliaferro, Foster, Overman, 
Frazier and McCreary. A minority ré- 
port was signed by Senators Foraker, 
Scott, Bulkely and Hemenway. 

Guilty Men Not Ascertained. 

The majority report found as fol- 
lows: 

That in the opinion of the committés 
the shooting wag done by some of the 
soldiers belonging te the Twenty-fitth 
infantry; that the testimony fails to . 
identify the particular soldier or sol- — 
diers who participated in the affray. 
it is state@ that there is considerablé 
contradiction in the testimony, but that 
taken as a whole and reconciling it 
wherever possible, it. proves the case 
outlined in the majority's decision. 

The principal” minority report was 
presented by Senator Scott and takes 
the position that it has been impossi- 
bie to ascertain who did the shooting 
and makes the recommendation that 
the negro soldiers be restored. In 
addition to this minority report, Sena- 
tors Foraker and Bulkely join in a 
supplemental report which was pre- 
sented by Senator Foraker. 

Senator Foraker’s report declared 
that the testimony of the eye-witnesses 
against the negro soldiers is not re- 
liable and that no motive for their 
alleged connection wit. (the affray has 
been shown. He summed up the tes- 
timony taken by the senate committee 
as follows: 

The it wholly fails to identify the 
particular individuals or any of them 
who participated in the shooting; that 
it fails to show that any of the dis- 
charged soldiers of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry had entered into any agree- 
ment or so-called “conspiracy of si- 
lence.” or that they withheld informa- 
tion possessed b¥Y them of the shdot- 
ing: that the testimony is contradic- 
tory and not sufficient to sustain the

of the negro soldiers participated in 
the affray. 

All the Soldiers Not Concerned. 


A supplemental! report signed by Sen- 
ators Warren, Lodge, Warner and Du- 
Pont declares that under the evidence 
it is shown that the assault was per- 
petrated by members of the battalion, 
but that it is reasonable to believe 
that all of the soldiers were not con- 
cerned in the commission of the crime, 
either as principals or accessories. 
They recommend that it weuld be jus- 
tice to restore to all of tii innocent 
men the rights and privileges which 
had aecrued to them by reason of their 
previous gervice in the army. A bill is 
presented authorizing the president 
Within one year after the passage of 
the act to authorize the enlistment of 
any of the men who he Is satisfied had 
ho connection with the shooting. 

Senator Foraker included in his re- 
port a bill, previously introduced, 
which provides for the same general 
purpose. This bill, however, would 
compe) the war department to accept 
the enlistment of any one of the dis- 
charged negroes who makes oath that 
he was not connected with the shoot- 
ing. 

The Brownsville affray occurred on'the 
night of August 13-14, 1906. The war 
department conducted a hurried inves- 
tigation of the shooting, and as a re 
sult, President Roosevelt ordered: the 
discharge without honor of the three 
companies of negro soldiers who were 
then atationed at Fort Brown. Senator 
Forakér, soon after congress convened 
in December, |1906, raised a question as 
to the president's right to discharge the 
men and investigation by the committee 
On military affairs waa ordered. The 
committee began taking testimony on 
February 4, 1907, and concluded March 
iO, 1908. 

Roosevelt's Message. 


The following is the tex, of the presi- 
dent's message, sent to the senate to- 
day: 

“To the Senate—On December /2, 1906, 
the secretary of war, by my direction, 
issued the following order: 

‘Application to reenlis, from former 
members of companies B, C and DUD, 
Twenty-fifth infantry, who were dis- 
charged under the provisions of special 
orders No. 266, war department, Novem- 
ber 19, 1906, must be made in writing 
and be accompanied by such evidence, 
also in writing, as the applicant may 
‘desire to submit, to show that he was 
neither implicated in the raid on Browns- 
ville, Tex., on the night of August 13, 
1906. nor withheld any evidence that 
might lead to the discovery of the per- 
péetrators thereof.’ 

“Proceedings were begun under thig or- 
der, but shortly thereafter an investiga- 
tion was directei by the senate, and 
the proceedings under the order were 
stopped. The senate committee entrust- 
ed with the work has now completed its 
investigation, and finds that the facts 
upon which my order of discharge of No- 
vember 9, 1906, was based, are substan- 
tiated hy the evidence. The testimony 
fecured by the committee is, therefore, 
now availablefi and I desire to revive the 
order of December 12, 1906, and to have 
it carried out in whatever shape may be 
necessary to achieve the purpose therein 


set forth; any additional evidence having’ 


been taken may be of interest in the as- 
certainment of the truth. The time limit

the terms of this order has, however. 
expired. I, therefore, recommend the 
passage of a law extending this time

Negro Who Shot to Death ‘‘ Big Six’’ Will Not Hang on 
Friday—Pardon Board to Act on Case. 


Although he had entered the death 
cell from which no murderer has yet 
emerged except to his death, the gal- 
lows had been oiled, the rope tested 
and the death watch set over Andrew 
Johnson, alias “Black Sport,’’ who shot 
to death Officer Manier, better known 
as “Big S:x,” on Peters street. in the 
early days of December, the negro 
will not hang on ‘Friday at noon. 

During the day it igs understood that 
Governor Hoke Smith will sign a re- 
prieve for the negro, which will hold 
good until after the next meeting of 
the pardoning board, to which the at- 
torney of the convicted man will ap- 
peal for commutation to life Jmpris- 
onment. 

Commutation Is Asked. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, who at the 
trial of the negro in December was Up- 
pointed by Judge Roan to represent 
him, and@ since that time has done hard 
and conscientious work for his clinet, 
announces that he has made an appeal 
to Governor Smith for a-respite of a 
few days, and that the governor has 
promised to grant the request. 

“The appeal would have been made 
sooner,” said Judime Hammond, “but I 
understood that the pardon board was 
to have met some time this week, which 
would have given me time to appear be- 
fore that board and make my plea for 
the life of Johnson. 

“It seems that I had been misin- 
formed, and that the‘ board will not 


meet untii some time next week. For 


that reason I asked Governor Smith to 
grant a slight stay of execution until 
the meeting of the commissioners. This 
he eonsented to do. 

“I think that public sentiment, which 
was so greatly arottsed at the time of 
the murder of Policeman Manier, has 
now cooled down, and will permit of @ 
calmer consideration of the circum- 
stances under which the shooting Oc- 
curred. My client contends that he 
shot “Big Six’’ while th epoliceman was 
clubbing him, which fact was borne 
out by the testimony at the trial. 1! 
think that Johnson's sentence of death 
should at least be commuted to life 
imprisonment. 

Arrangements for Execution. 


Notwithstartding the expected respite, 
arrangements for the execution of 
Black Sport are being perfected. 

Several days ago the negro was taken 
into the death cell, which is On the 
top floor in the north wing, and is 
connected with the gallows room. It 
is stated at the jail that never has a 
man entered this room to come out 
alive, except when the time comes [or 
him to walk upon the gallows. So. if 
Johnson gets his reztpite he will break 
a Fulton county jail record. 

The death watch has been set on the 
negro, and he will be carefully guarded 
until the date of his execution, or un- 
til his respite is announced. 

The machinery which springs the trap 
has been lubricated, and a brand new 
rope secured and tied to the great iron 
cross beams. From this rope a 200- 
pound bag of sand has been suspended 
in order to give it a thorough testing.

ADKS DIVORCE

Thaw as codefendant. | 

Daniel O'Reilly, counsel for Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, explained that Thaw’s 
mother was made codefendant: because, 
being the next of kin, she is technically 
the real defendant. The law presumes 
her son to be insane, and, thereforef 
legally dead. 

Mrs. Evelyn Thaw called at Mr. O’Reui- 
ly’s office today and attached her signa- 
ture to the papers in the case. As she 
left the ‘office Mrs. Thaw was asked 


whether she would subsequently make 
public the cause of the estrangement 
which led to the suit. 

The Public Will Never Know. 


She replied: 

“The public will never know.” 

The papers served today briefly re- 
cite the fact of the marriage at Pitts- 
burg on April 4, 1905, and set forth 
“that at the time of the marriage of the 
plaintiff to the defendant the defendant 
Was a lunatic and of unsound mind and 
was incapable of making a valid con- 
tract of marriage. The cause for annul- 
ing the marriage, to-wit: the lunacy 
of Harry Kendall Thaw, existed at the 
time of such marriage.’

great importance as regards the future 
relations of the two churches. 
How the Matter Stands. 


The situation is described by a Tren- 
ton paper as follows: 

The most interesting question 
come before the New Jersey 
Episcopal conference, at Millville, will be to 
fix the official status of Rev. Dr. Charles O. 
Jones, who is now serving as supply pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal church of 
Treston. 

Dr. Jones came from Georgia to Trenton 
and was one of the most eloquent and popu- 
lar preachers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, south. Members of the official 
board of the Trenton church heard Dr. Jones 
Preach at Ocean Grove last summer and 
were greatly impressed with his power as a 
pulpit orator. They took every occasion to 
hear him and made as careful a study as 
possible of his character and attainments 
as a Christian minister. Everything they 
learned was of the most favorable character, 
and they unanimously decided to extend a 
call for Dr. ‘Jones to fill their pulpit. 

The old First church, which outranks in 
point of age every Methodist Episcopal church 
in the country except two, had had no per- 
manent pastor for some time, and the offi- 
Cla Iboard took the bold stand of obtaining 
the best preacher they could find. They are 
now thoroughly convinced that they have 
succeeded in doing so and that their. decision 
was a wise one. Since Dr. Jones came their 
large and beautiful church has been filled 
to the doors at every service. 


Harriers Breaking Down. 


When Dr. Jones first came to Trenton. 
last December, he wag looked upon by the 
| other Methodist Episcopal preachers of the 
Pom Bow rather cold and averted eyes. They 
declined to meet and greet him in fraternal 
fellowship at a reception that was held in 
the First church to introduce him to the 
preachers and people of Trenton. They held 
that they could not officially recognize Dr. 
Jones as a member of the New Jersey con- 
feernce or as having a right to fill the Meth: 
odist Episcopal pulpit because he was a mem- 
ber of another denomination. They held that 
he had no more right to fill that pulpit 
than a Presbyterian, an Episcopalian or a 
Baptist. It was pointed out by the leading 
members of the First church that the line of 
separation between the Methodist Episcopal 
Ohurch, south, and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, north, was of a purely technical 
character and was so thin and shadowy as 
to be invisible except under a microscope. 
Moreover, Dr. Jones has proven himself so 
broad-minded, so loveable and modest, that 
these barriers of reserve have completely 
broken down, and Dr. Jones hag been wel- 
comed in the preachers’ meetings and elected 
without a dissenting volce as a member of 
the Ministerial Union of Trenton. 

There is no doubt, however, that the right 
of Dr. Jones to be appointed the regular 
pastor of the First church will be questioned 
in the New Jersey conference when the mat- 
ter comeéeg up in that body. 
been discussed with more or less fervor by 
all the members of the New Jersey confer- 
ence and by many of tne preachérs of other 
denominations throughout the state. The re- 
sult will be watched for with deep interest, 
not only by preachers and church members 
in New Jersey, but also by many leading 
Methodists throughout the country. In fact, 
the question ts very likely to go before the 
general conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Cnurch, which begins its quadrennial! session 
next May. It may develop into a matter of 
{mportance to all American Methodism. 


North and South May Clasp Hands. 


Strong hope is cherished by the members 
of the First church that the calling of Dr. 
Jones to their pulpit may prove the means 
of breaking down the technical barrier be- 
tween the two great bodies of southern and 
northern Methodism and reuniting them as 
one church. It igs understood that Bishop 
Ward, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, had this in mind when he released 
Dr. Jones from .-his conference work in Geor- 
gia in order that’he might assume these 
pastoral duties in Trenton. If he is admit- 
ted to the New Jersey conference it will be 
regarded, it is said, as a recognition of Chris- 
tlan brotherhood and unity of purpose be- 
tween the two Methodist bodies that aill go 
far to break down and dissolve the technical 
barriers between them. 

Dr. Jones has not severed his official con- 
nection with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, but still retains his position on the edi- 
toria] staff of The Wesleyan Christian Ad- 
vocate, published in Atlanta, Ga. He will 
continue his relations with the south until 
it is known whether or not he ig to be ad- 
mitted to the New Jersey conference. It may 
be: that when the conference meets if the 
views of the dominating minds should be 
found hostile to Dr. Jones’ admission, the 
First church may decide not to press a re- 
quest for his appointment to their pulpit. In 
that event it is understood that he would be 
continued for at least another year as their 
supply pastor.

crease, and not decrease, unless 
brings up ‘these ohildren sound 
in soul and mind and pody—unless 
this is true of the average woman, 
no brilliancy of genius, no material 
prosperity, no triumphs of science 
and industry will avail to save the 
race from ruin and death. The 
mother is the one supreme asset 
of national life; she is more impor- 
tant by far than the successful 
statesman or business man, artist or 


scientist. 
Since the president has not over- 


stated the national importance of the 
motherhood of the country, we believe 
-bat the thoughtful observer will agree 
tr.at the American mother rises +o the 
full sublimity of even these exacting 
standards. 

Race-suicide? Yes, here and there 
in isolated instances.

New York, March |!.—Trading in cot- 
ton continued quiet today, but the mar- 
ket showed a declining tendency, ciosing 
steady at a net decline of 4@6 points. 
Sales were estimated at 125,000 bales. 
The taarket opened steady at a decline 
of 1@4 points, in response to disappoint- 
ing cables. At the start there was &@& 
moderate demand from scattering 
sources and during the forenoon ruled 
about net unchanged to 3 points higher. 
Later it weakened under Maquidation, 
part of which seemed to come through 
houses with Liverpool connections, and 
at one time prices showed a net loss of 
6@9 pvuints on the active months, with 
selling encouraged by rumors of easier 
spot markets and of possible shipments 
in this direction for delivery on May con- 
tracts. The close was a little up from 
the tuesest. Southern news concerning 
Spot conditions were, as a rule, conflici- 
ing, wires being received from some sec- 
tions to the effect that holders were ask- 
ing fully recent prices, while there were 
other reports of an easier tendency, and 
a slack demand from spinners.

It was 
not until nearly two hours of the ses- 
sion expired that the mdvement got 
under way, the interval being filled by 
an uncertain drift in the price move- 
ment, which marked the conduct of 
further testing operations by the lead- 
erg of the operations on the long side 
of the market. When operations were 
resumed in any aggressive way the im- 
provement in the technical position of 
the market resulting from yesterday's 
reaction became manifet. The hesita- 
tion in the upward movement yesterday 
had reached in a large extension of the 
short interest, ag the professional ele- 
ment had. been distruetfu) of the ad- 
vance from the outset and were watch- 
ful for an opportunity to put out fresh 
short lines. These uncovered shorts 
made a potential demand for stocks on 
the advance, which aided the bulls ma- 
terially. The digestion of profits ef- 
fected By yesterday’s selling “also left 
the sellers in a strong position to re- 
new their holdings. The obvious cen- 
tralization of the operations fostered 
the conviction that important financial 
interests were embarked in a concerted 
movement for extending the rise, with 
the probable approval! of banking inter- 
ests looking to the furtherance of com- 
ing plans for necessary financing which 
confront them. 

The upturn in the market was nota- 
ble for a revival of rumors of impor- 
tant developments, which lacked verifi- 
cation and which were in themselves 
Vague as to form and somewhat con- 
fused as to gubstance. The most potent 
of these in its effect.on the market 
was a revival of the report set afloat 
last week that conferences were in 
progress to secure assurance of permis- 
sion being granted by the interstate 
commerce commission to the ratiroads to 
adopt a moderate advance in freight 
rates in return for agreements to main- 
tain wages by the railroads. inere !s 
general recognition of the necessity 
confronting the railroads to secure a re 
adjustment of the proportion of profits 
to earnings, either by reduction of ex- 
penses or by increase of charges. The 
current assumption in the speculation 
is that the government authorities will 
be solicitious to aid in sustaining wages 
of labor and consent will be given to 
an increase in freight rates. -No offi- 
cial sanction has been had for this 
view. Circumstantia! reports were pub- 
lished today of concertéa plans amongst 
the railroads to reduce wages. The 
stress laid on the face of heavy cur- 
tailment of earnings by railroad offi- 
clals is taken to mean that the argu: 
ment for the necessity ot the cut 
wages shall be forced on public atten- 
tion. The day’s speculation held its 
view of a probable reement between 
railroads and the national authorities, 
in spite of the lack of official confirma- 
tion. 

The conspicuous leadership of Union 
Pacific in the movement wes due to 
revival of reports that the plan for 
segregation of that company’s invest- 
) ments was ripe and would involve an 
extra disbursement to stockholders. The 
extra dividend rumor was revived to 
apply to Northern Pacific also, 

The strength in Reading was con- 
nected with a report that a case was 
being prepared by the department of 
justice to test the commodity c..use 
of the Hepburn law, which would. ex- 
empt the coal roads from penalties for 
non-compHance pending the decision of 
the suit. 

The reaction late in the day was part- 
ly due to profit teking. The instruc- 
tions from President Roosevelt to the 
commissioner of corporations to inves- 
tigate stock trading was not generally 
known on the floor of the stock ex- 
change before the closing, but it Is 
probable that some of the late selling 
came from the early informed on its 
contents. The market closed distinctly 
weak in subsequence.

ment, which marked the conduct of 
further testing operations by the lead- 
erg of the operations on the long side 
of the market. When operations were 
resumed in any aggressive way the im- 
provement in the technical position of 
the market resulting from yesterday's 
reaction became manifest. The hesita- 
tion in the upward movement yesterday 
had reached in a large extension of the 
short interest, ag the professional ele- 
ment had been distruetfu) of the aéd- 
vance from the outset and were watch- 
ful for an opportunity to put out fresh 
ehort lines. These uncovered shorts 
made a potential demand for stocks on 
the advance, which aided the bulls ma- 
terially. The digestion of profits ef- 
fected by yesterday's selling “also left 
the sellers in a strong position to re- 
new their holdings. The obvious cen- 
tralization of the operations fostered 
the conviction that important financial 
interests were embarked in a concerted 
movement for extending the rise, with 
the probable approva]! of banking inter- 
ests looking to the furtherance of com- 
ing plans for necessary financing which 
confront them. 

The upturn in the market was nota- 
ble for a revival of rumors of impor- 
tant developments, which lacked verifi- 
cation and which were in themselves 
Vague as to form and somewhat con- 
fused as to gubstance. The most potent 
of these in its effect.on the market 
was a revival of the report set afloat 
last week that conferences were in 
progress to secure assurance of permis- 
sion being granted by the interstate 
commerce commission to the ratiroads to 
adopt a moderate advance in freight 
rates in return for agreements to main- 
tain wages by the railroads. inere Is 
general recognition of the necessity 
confronting the railroads to secure a re 
adjustment of the proportion of profits 
to earnings, either by reduction of ex- 
penses or by increase of charges. The 
current assumption in the speculation 
is that the government authorities will 
be solicitious to aid in sustaining wages 
of #abor and consent will be given to 
an increase in freight rates. No offi- 
cial sanction has been had for. this 
view. Circumstantia)! reports were pub- 
lished today of concertéa plans amongst 
the railroads to reduce wages. The 
stresg laid on the face of heavy cur- 
tailment of earnings by railroad offi- 
clals is taken to mean that the argu- 
ment for the necessity of the cut 
wages shall be forced on public atten- 
tion. The day’s speculation held its 
view of a probable reement between 
railroads and the national authorities, 
in spite of the lack of official confirma- 
tion. 

The conspicuous leadership of Union 
Pacific in the movement wes due to 
revival of reports that the plan for 
segregation of that company’s invest- 
) ments was ripe and would involve an 
extra disbursement to stockholders. The 
extra dividend rumor was revived to 
apply to Northern Pacific also. 

The strength in Reading was con- 
nected with a report that a case was 
being prepared by the department of 
justice to test the commodity c..use 
of the Hepburn law, which would ex- 
empt the coal roads from penalties for 
non-compHance pending the decision of 
the suit. 

The reaction late in the day was part- 
ly due to profit teking. The instruc- 
tions from President Roosevelt to the 
commissioner of corporations to inves- 
tigate stock trading was not generally 


4known on the floor of the stock ex- 


change ‘before the closing, but it ts 
probable that some of the late selling 
came from the early informed on its 
contents, The market closed distinctly 
weak in subsequence.

Ppriation bill, an animated debate was 
started on the paragraphs relating to 
clerks in charse of contract statiofis, 
with the result that an increased appro- 
priation of $15,000 was obtained for an 
increase of the number of sueh stations. 

The allowance for clerk hire in third- 
class offices where the salaries of post- 
masters range from one ;thousand to 
twelve hundred dollars, was increased 
by $25,000 on an amendment by Mr. 
Finley, South Carolina. 

An amendment by Mr. Kustermann, of 
Wisconsin; prohibiting the use in post- 
offices of any canceling machines ex- 
cept those acquired by purchase aroused 
a lively discussion as to the rights of 
patentees. The amendment was ruled 
out on a point of order that it changed 
existing laws which especially appro- 
priated for the rental] of such machines. 

Pay of Letter Carriers. 


The old fight over the pay of letter 
carriers was revived. An amendment 
by Mr. Goebel, of Ohio, to raise to 
$1,200, and another by Mr. Keliher, of 
Massachusetts, tto raise to $!,150, the 
pay of all carriers in the $1,100 grade, 
started the discussion. Mr. Keliher was 
particularly vigorous in his advocacy of 
the increase. So vehement did he grow 
in his speech in advocating an increase 
that he denounced the committee on 
postoffices and post-roads, and charged 
that the last postoffice appropriation 
Dill was not honestly drawn nor hon- 
estly reported to the house. He de- 
clared that members voted for it under 
the misapprehension that salaries of 
carriers would be raised this year. 

Still another amendment was 
by Mr. Douglass, of Ohio, putting a 
limitation on the manner in which the 
appropriation ffor carriers should be 
spent, the object being to Make it man- 
datory that an 
should be allowed. 

Subterfuge Denied. 


The chair ruled out the Keliher and 
Douglass amendments on a point of or- 
der by Mr. Overstreet, who took occa- 
sion to resent the charge by Mr. Keli- 
her that last year's bill was passed 
through deceit or subterfuge. He de- 
clared that carriers of the $1,000 grade 
were raised by that bill, and that the 
failure to provide more pay for car- 
riers of ‘the $1,100 class was in ur- 
suance of the policy of not vaietee” new 
salaries during the present session. In 
fact. he said, the committee had acted 
in consonance with the original intent 
of the first assistant postmasmer gen- 
eral. 

The Goebel amendment was on divi- 
sion carried. 46 to 43. Mr. Overstreet

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SALE OF TAGS 
SHOWS A GAIN

Authorities Believe Thac the 
Records of 1906-1907 
Will-Be Broken 


According to Captain J. F. Johnson, 
clerk of the department of agriculture, 
and in charge of the sale of fertilizer, 
pure food and pure feed tags, the recent 
spring-like weather made the Sale of 
these tags leap forward with great im- 
petus, and, the record of 1906-1907 will 
be broken in consequence. The cotton 
buyers of the state take the sale of 
fertilizer tags as a barometer by which 
to gauge the amount of fertilization 
used by #@the planters, and if possible to 
estimate the fall crops by this means. 

This year the sale of cotton seed meal 
tags has leaped far to the forefront, 
and is away ahead of all previous rec- 
ords. This is accounted for by Pure 
Food Inspector ssethvin by reason ot 
the fact that cotton sted meal is being 
used most extensively throughout 
Georgia and the south not only as a 
fertilizer filler, but as a cattle feed, 
when mixed with cotton seed hulls. 

Reports from all sections of the state 
to the department are that crops al- 
ready three weeks or more behind are 
being put into shape now, and hurried 
along by an intensive fertilization. 

This has caused a heavy movement in 
the sale of:all sorts of fertilizers, 
which is clearly indicated at the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Uver _ 8,000,000 
tags were ordered at the department 
last fall, and the indications are now 
that more cotton seed meal tags will 
have to be secured before the spring 
is over.
